An Elba police officer, Michael 
Patrick, finally had his day in court 
on Tuesday morning. 

Patrick, age 44, of Elba, AL faced 
charges of two counts of theft by 
deception - a misdemeanor. He is a 
15-year veteran in law enforcement. 

The arrest followed a complaint 
being filed against Patrick by 
Bancroft Cooper, owner of Elba 
Pawn and Gun. 

The complaint filed with the Elba

Mrs. McGlothren is charged 
with allegedly stealing more 
than $71,000.00 while working 
as a bookkeeper in the Coffee 
County Commission office. 

She was indicted by a grand 
jury on first degree theft 
charges and is presently free on 


Tropical Storm 


At press time (Tuesday night), 
Tropical Storm Earl in the Gulf of 
Mexico was elevating toward a hur- 
ricane. 

In a press release, the National 
Red Cross Office considered Earl a 
very serious storm. Gulf Coast 
States’ emergency management 
agencies were reporting winds in 
excess of 61 knots (nearly hurricane 
strength) and water temperatures in 
excess of 90 degrees. 

National Red Cross is comparing 
Earl, which is expected to become a 
hurricane soon, to Hurricane Opal 
in strength. The current projected 
track is very similar to that followed 
by Hurricane Danny in July of 
1997. This could mean Earl could 
cross the tip of Louisiana and come 
into Alabama. 

Landfall is currently projected for 
early Wednesday afternoon, 
September 2nd. At the very least, 
serious rainfall could produce 
flooding in lower Alabama - and at 
the worst, Earl could cause major

The crime with which 
McGlothren and Carter each is 
charged is a Class B felony and 
upon conviction, carries a 
prison sentence of not less than 
two years and not more than 
twenty years.

In court, Cooper testified that 
Patrick pawned the titles for a 1975 
Dodge Dart 1982 Ford 
Thunderbird in exchange for $150 
each - $300 total. He further stated 
that the agreement signed by Patrick

Concerning the 1982 T-Bird, in a 
statement to an ABI agent, Patrick 
stated that he had given the title to 
that vehicle to Cooper by mistake. It 
was alleged by District: Attorney 
Mark Fuller that he, Patrick, had not 
obtained “clear title” to this vehicle 
either but the state was unable to 
offer tesumony to that effect. 

After hearing the evidence, Judge 
Head found the defendant, Michael 
Patrick, guilty as charged in connec 


tion with the Dodge Dart and sen- 


tenced him to thirty days in the 


county jail and ordered him to pay 
restitution and court cost.

I am preparing a genealogical 
report (family history) on my rela 
tives Jacob (Jake) and Susan 
,MeMillan Christian, According to 
Freedman’s Bureau records, Jacob 
and Susan were officially married 
Nov. 10. 1865. Both died in 


Midway; Jacob at 104 years old, 


. and Susan in her 90's. Some of your 


readers might have information that 
could contribute to my project 
My great-great grandfather, Jacob 
Christian, a former slave, lived with 
‘his parents in Midway, Ala., when 
Mrs. Lewis Christian, the slave 
owner, sold Jacob's two brothers, 
Hal and Adam, to a slave owner 
going to Texas between 1855-1863; 
other siblings were sold later. 
A few years ago, with the help of 
the 1870 federal census records on 
Texas, | found Hal and Adam in 
Upshur County, Tex; many of theit 
descendants still live there. Others 
i left Texas, while many are scattered 
saround Camp, Titus and Wood 
‘Counties, in East Texas. My cousin, 
othe late Mamie Burkes, helped me 
“find them, and told me the tragic 
story of Hal and Adam's childhood. 
‘Mamie died Jan. 2, 1997, at 100 
years of age. 
Another family elder, Annie B. 
Hill, recounted family stories about 
Jacob, Susan and the Midway com- 
-munity. Annie died march 3, 1998, 
at age 102. Mamie and Annie grew 
pup in Midway. 

As I began my research to find 
Jake’s parents and other siblings 
and to help identify Susan 
, Christian-McMillan’s relatives, I 
, found several families with the sur- 
n a m e S 
“Christian” and “McMillan” living 
in Midway. In fact I found the 
McMillan family through Daniel 
‘McMillan’s (the slave owner) estate 
of 1851. 

From the 1870 U.S. Census at 

National Archives in Washington, 
“D.C., the first to enumerate African- 
‘American households, I found Jake, 

his wife, Susan, and their seven 

children: Aaron - age 18; Davis - 11; 

Willis - 9; James - 8; Charlotte 
{Lottie) -7; Jackson (Jack) -6, and 
"Adam - 1. Susan’s 76-year-old 
father, Willis McMillan, also lived 
with them on the Feagan and Owens 
Plantation in Bullock County. By

Willis McMillan, now age 92, 
heads his own household, and his 
granddaughter, Susan Faulk, 15 
years old, lives with him 

Orphan records show that Lewis 
Christian was guardian for Nathan 
Lewis. Nathan owned Jacob's eldest 
son, Aaron Christian and in 1861, 
Aaron’s market value was $1,300; 
he was 20 years old. Having been in 
possession of Nathan in 1862, 
Aaron accompanied Nathan as 
“ward in the Confederate States 
Army...” as a personal aide to his 
master, 

According to 1870 census 
records, Jacob Christian was 42 
years old and born in South 
Carolina; Jacob's slave owner, 
Lewis Christian, was also born in 
South Carolina. Of those who 
appeared in the 1870, and who 
might have been Jacob's siblings, 
several individuals are likely candi- 
dates. They had the same 
“Christian” surname as Jacob, were 
born in South Carolina, and shared 
the same Midway neighborhood as 
he did. There is Robert Christian - 
age 40; Isham - 42; Shadrick - 45. 

By 1880 Jacob was in his late 
40’s. His neighbors were Hill 
Christian - age 28; Shade (also 
known as Shadrick) - 55; Isham - 
46; Bob Sr. - 46 (also known as 
Robert); Jim - 48; Henry - 31; and 
Cealey - 38, and Miley - 25, the 
only two female heads of house- 
holds. Some of these neighbors 
might be Jacob’s siblings. 

I found Susan’s family referenced 
in Daniel McMillan’s 1851 estate 
where his property was divided 
among his heirs. The probate docu- 
ment was recorded in Clayton 
County, Ala., and identified Susan’s 
family, her parents, Willis and 
Harriet, and her siblings, and who 
Daniel McMillan’ distributed his 
slaves to among his family. 

Children mentioned were: Jack, 
David, Hannah, Solomon, Susan, 
Tip, and Mingo.

“Christian” relatives will be appre- 
ciated.

ELBA TIGERS FALL FLAT IN SEASGN OPENER 


Phe headlines in last week's sports stated Elba was going to be “new and 
improved” this season, and the banner the players ran through before the 
game started declared the ‘98 Tigers were “better than ever.” Apparently 
someone forgot to tell the Tigers about these brave predictions, because 
Elba suffered through one of its worst season opening defeats ever last 
week ina 33-6 loss to the 1A Brantley Bulldogs, and left many of the Tiger 
fans scratching their heads wondering what had happened to the once proud 
Elba Tiger football program. Everyone knew that the Tigers would dress 
out only 25 varsity players, and they also knew that after going 2-8 a year 
ago this year’s team would struggle at times. They expected that, but no one 
in Tiger Stadium expected the Tigers to get totally dominated by Brantley, 
much less come out on the short end of such a lopsided score that could 
have been even worse. The loss was painful; however, one thing that hurt 
as bad as the score was the attitude of some of the players late in the game. 
As the Elba players knelt while a Brantley player was being treated for an 
injury, many of them could be seen smiling and talking, in spite of being 
beaten up to the tune of 33-6. Former President Jimmy Carter once said

The Elba offensive game plan was to run the football against Brantley; 
however, the Brantley defensive front dominated the line of scrimmage and 
the Tigers were never able to generate anything that even resembled an 
offense. Of Elba’s 32 running plays, 11 plays resulted in losses, and the 
running attack had oniy a total of 13 yards until the final :29 of the game, 
when the Tigers managed to get off three big gains against the Brantley 
reserves. Let’s hope it was a learning experience for the offense, and that 
the Jesson was learned well, and will pay dividends in weeks to come. 

lhe Elba defense played hard and passed some solid licks, but was clear- 
ly out-manned by the big and fast Brantley attack. The Tigers had problems 
keeping the Bulldog backs off the corners, had problems stopping the 
Bulldogs when they ran inside the tackles, and were simply no match for 
the tall and talented Brantley receivers.

Elba slipped to 0-1 on the season 
with its 3306 setback to Brantley, 
while Luverne went to 1-0 with a 
big 38-6 win over New Brockton. 

“Luverne has got a very good 
football team that is blessed with 
size, speed and some outstanding 
athletes,” said Elba’s Coach David 
Sikes. “They don’t have the num- 
bers they had last season, but they 
have the confidence that winning a 
state championship gives you, and 
are convinced that they will win 
every time they take the field.” 

“On offense,” said Sikes, “they 
run the wing-t and try to keep the 
ball in the hands of Rodney Lowery. 
Lowery has speed and all the moves 
a great running back possesses, and 
they use him to put the football in 
the endzone. Luverne will run 
sweeps, options, traps and the quick 
pitch, and has the speed to go the 
distance at any time. They also have 
the ability to put the ball in the air, 
and overall, they just are a very 


explosive offense and a true high 
school star. On defense they still fire 
out low in the defensive line and let 
the linebackers make the tackles. 
They have a very aggressive 
defense and get to the football.” 

“If we are going to have any 
chance at all of winning Friday 
night,” added Sikes, “we will have 
to play well on every play for all 
four quarters. On offense the line 
will have to block better and really 
come off the football, and the backs 
will also have to block much better 
than they did a week ago. We will 
have to be balanced and not make 
any mistakes, mental or physical. 
On defense we haye to contain 
Rodney Lowery, tackle well and 
play well fundamentally. We have to 
know what to do, and at the same 
time believe that if we do that we 
will have a chance of winning the 
game.” 

“Luverne is a very good football 
team and we are in for a real battle,” 
stated Sikes. “If we play as well as 
we can we will have a shot, if not, 
we could be in real trouble.” 

When asked about last week's 
loss to Brantley, Coach Sikes stated 
“We were all very disappointed, but 
we lost to very good football team 


that played very well on both sides 
of the football. On offense, Brantley 
whipped us up front and dominated 
the line of scrimmage. We rushed 
for over 200 yards in the spring 
using the same offense we used last 
week, the difference was we didn’t 
execute like we should have and we 
were playing a team that simply 
whipped us all over the field. 
Jawaune Hughes had a good night 
on offense, but still must get better 
every time he hits the field, and we 
blocked a little at times. This week 
we will simplify things even more 
and try to make certain that what we 
try to do, we know how to do! We 
have to keep headed in the right 
direction, improve and get some 
confidence that we can be a good 
football team, On defense we did 
okay at times, but the defense had to 
stay on the field too long and it 
showed. This week we'll work on 
fundamentals and tackling, and 
work to have better assignments.” 

“We won't make any major 
changes for Luverne,” added Sikes, 
“We know what the players can and 
can’t do, and we've just got to work 
hard to make certain they do what 
we expect thein to do, and do it 
right.”

Here are some suggestions for 
parents to help bring them closer to 
their teens: 

Spend time together. 

Don’t confuse your teen’s 
increasing interest in friends with a 
lack of interest in you. Most teens 
want to spend time with their par- 
ents. Take time to turn off the tele- 
vision and talk, or go on an outing 
together. Spending time together 
will give your teen a chance to let 
you know who she or he is.

Share your feelings and concerns, 

Let your teen know that you have 
hopes and dreams, frustrations and 
disappointments - just as he or she 
does, This lets your teen see that 
even adults struggle with different 
issues in their lives. 

Be supportive. 

Don’t look down on your teen’s 
problems as trivial or unimportant. 
Remember that even though your 
teen's problems may seem smaller 
than yours, to a young person expe- 
riencing them for the first time, they 
may seem enormous, 

Treat your teen with respect. 

Treat your teen with the respect 
you treat other adults with, Avoid 
telling other people embarrassing 
stories about things your teen may 
have done. Think how you would 
feel if your spouse told others about 
your embarrassing comments. 
Respect your teen and his or her 
feelings as you do other adults. 
Expect the best from your teen,

Peanut harvest time has again arrived in Coffee County

The peanut harvest is about to 
take off in Coffee County. This will 
certainly be an interesting year in 
trying to determine the optimum 
digging time because we had such a 
dry May, June and July. However, 
now parts of July and August have 
been extremely hot and humid and 
that has sped up the maturity of both 
the cotton and peanuts, 

A farmer has thousands of dollars 
riding on the decision of when to dig 
peanuts. Don’t dig peanuts just 
because you see a shaker going 
down the road or hear of others dig- 
ging peanuts, The best time to har- 
vest is when the crop has the highest 
percentage of sound, mature kernels 
and the highest yield. That is where 
the hull scrape method is very help- 
ful. Before this method was devel- 
oped in 1982, growers used the 
shell-out method which was fairly 
accurate in determining whether 
peanuts were ready to harvest. 
However, it was not accurate in pre- 
dicting within a one- to three-day 
range of the best digging date. 

First of all, I would like to give 
you a chart of the different peanut 
varieties and their days to optimum 
maturity. As you know, the growing 
degree units and moisture have a 
large effect upon maturity days. So 


this chart is to be used as a guide- 
line. The relatively new variety 
Virugard has been the most unpre- 
dictable of these varieties in deter- 
mining optimum maturity date. It 
has some Virginia peanut in its par- 
ent line. In 1997 most Virugard 
peanuts’ optimum maturity date was 
between 125 and 130 days - about 5 
days earlier than Florunner.

There are few things you can-do 
that cost you so little in time and 
money as digging your peanuts on 
the best date. So do yourself a favor 
and take the time you need to make 
a good digging decision. 

The hydroblaster is set up at the 
Farm Center for your use. If you 
would like help, the best time to 
bring the sample to the Extension 
office is the first thing in the morn- 
ing as I answer field calls in the 
afternoon during peanut harvest. 
Here again, take time to get a good 
sample. Go to three to five places in 
your field and pull up a bunch of 
three to five plants.

You may not even realize how 
many aspects of daily life rely on 
the use of these lines. If a line were 
cut, pray you weren’t in an accident 
or your house wasn’t being robbed, 
because there would be no 911 dis- 
patch service. If your house was 
being robbed, that security system 
you spent so much money on 
wouldn’t even be able to notify 911 
of the situation. 

Say you needed to get money. 
Once again, you'd be out of luck. 
ATM’s are almost always linked to 
mainframe computers that rely on 
telecommunications lines. That 
direct deposit you count on being in 
your account wouldn't be there for 
the same reason. Don’t bother try- 


ing to use a credit card instead of 


cash. With the phone lines out, cred- 
it card verifications wouldn’t be 
available to merchants.

Any type of online computer 
activity would be out of the ques- 
tion as well.

The 
non-profit Alabama Line Location 
Center, headquartered in 
Birmingham, operates the state’s 
only one-call center which excava 
tors, contractors and individuals 
must notify before they dig. Armed 
with the information obtained from 
each call, the Center notifies mem 
ber utility companies with under 
ground facilities in the area, The 
utilities then mark their lines prior 
to the commencement of work, 
ensuring a clearly defined area 
where potentially hazardous lines 
are buried 

In 1995, the state of Alabama, 
recognizing the need to prevent ull 
ity line damage, enacted a “call 
before you dig” law requiring any
